discrimination lawsuit 


Former employee of Powell Clinic claims gender discrimination; 


believed to be first of its kind in the county

A former employee 
of the Powell County 
Clinic has filed a lawsuit 
against the clinic’s parent 
company claiming gen¬ 
der discrimination and 
that their relatives were 
refused treatment after 
they were released from 
employment. The allega¬ 
tions came to light in a 
seven page suit filed last 
Thursday in the Powell 
Circuit Court. 

Boyd Patrick, a for¬ 
mer customer service 
desk clerk at the Powell 
County Clinic for over 
12 years, claims in his 
lawsuit that there was 
“gender discrimination, 
sexual harassment and 
retaliation” against him 
at the clinic. The clinic 
is a part of the Clark 
Regional Medical Center, 
which changed hands last 
year. The hospital and 
the clinic are now run by 
Lifepoint Hospitals based 
in Brentwood, Tennessee. 

Patrick began his 
career at Clark Regional 
on May 28, 1989 and was 
transferred to work at the 
clinic on Dec. 15, 1998. 
According to his suit he 
“assumed his duties and 
performed admirably as 
evidenced by numerous 
citations and letters from 


patients and personnel.” 
However, he claimed that 
the friendly atmosphere 
changed about six years 
ago. 

At that time new per¬ 
sonnel came on board at 
the clinic, according to 
Patrick’s suit. The par¬ 
ties involved, includ¬ 
ing a supervisor, “began 
a course of conduct to 
humiliate him,” Patrick 
claims. He states in the 
suit that comments about 
being a “male” and that 
some of the staff “hated 
men” were made. At one 
point Patrick claims that 
he was told it “did not 
take a brain surgeon to 
do” his job and that an 
“all female staff” would 
get along better. 

The suit claims that 
before the new staff 
members became a part 
of the clinic there were 
eight men who worked 
there. Since then Patrick 
claims that he was the 
last man to work there 
before being wrongfully 
dismissed with the excep¬ 
tion of a male housekeep¬ 
er who was hired. Patrick 
claims that the house¬ 
keeper is an acquain¬ 
tance of the supervisor in 
question. Patrick states 
that some of the other 
men left because of the 
“discrimination.” 

Patrick also claims that 
staff members accused 


him of “trying to play doc¬ 
tor” and tried to get him 
to “voluntarily quit his 
employment.’ 

Patrick states in the 
suit that he filed a griev¬ 
ance and complaint with 
Clark Regional on Nov. 
3, 2009 about the treat¬ 
ment he alleges he was 
receiving. However, he 
felt that nothing was 
done to address the situ¬ 
ation. He then states that 
six weeks after filing the 
complaint he received a 
written reprimand “alleg¬ 
ing false facts.” 

The suit claims that 
Patrick did request and 
get several meetings with 
supervisors in which he 
complained about the 
treatment he was receiv¬ 
ing. He alleges he was 
told if the did not like the 
treatment he could leave. 

About six weeks follow¬ 
ing those meetings, on 
April 28, 2010, Patrick 
was discharged from 
employment. He states 
that the allegation of 
“failure of a drug test” 
was not true. The suit 
states he was released for 
“misconduct connected 
with the work.” 

Patrick claims that 
an Unemployment 
Insurance referee found

The ceremonial tossing 
of the caps sealed the 
deal last Sunday as the 
Class of 2011 bid fare¬ 
well to Powell County 
High School. The crowd 
witnessed 163 students 
graduate during the cer¬ 
emonial. The ceremony 
was highlighted by com¬ 
mencement speaker, 
Dr. Brent Morris, the 
PCHS Class of 2000 
Valedictorian who has 
gone on to achieve two 
degrees and is a medi¬ 
cal doctor. He told the 
graduates about his own 
road filled with triumphs 
and tears, but because 
of a good foundation he 
received here he was able 
to build on it and move 
on. He advised the gradu¬ 
ates to do the same. The 
class also paid tribute to 
Billy Eversole and Brian 
Rowland, classmates 
who lost their lives in a 
tragic boating accident. 


An afternoon spent in the Red River 
Gorge doing a little rappelling turned 
into a rescue operation on Monday 
afternoon. The result was a nearly 
six and half hour rescue and a young 
woman being taken by helicopter to the 
UK Medical Center. 

Powell County 911 Disaptch center 
received a call just before 2:30 p.m 
stating that a young woman had appar¬ 
ently fallen approximately 30 feet in an 
area just off Tunnel Ridge Road. Powell 
County and Wolfe County rescue teams 
were called out, as were members of the 
Middlefork and Stanton Volunteer Fire 
Departments. 

According to reports, a hiker in a 
different group found the young lady, 
who was in her late teens or early 20's, 
after she had fallen. The hiker called 
for help. 

When emergency personnel found her, 
she was awake and talking to them. 
Radio dispatches indicated she was in 
a fetal position and had suffered an 


apparent hip injury, as well as possible 
head injuries. She also reortedly told 
the rescuers that she did not remember 
losing consciousness. 

Workers tried to find an easy way to 
bring the unnamed victim out. At one 
point emergency personnel came across 
a tree that had to be cut out of the way 
to aid in the rescue. Due to the extreme 
heat, workers had to take turns car¬ 
rying the basket and victim out of the 
gorge. 

Just before 9 p.m. rescue work¬ 
ers emerged from the area with the 
young lady. She was transported to the 
Middlefork Fire Department Helipad, 
then flown to the UKMC. Her condition 
was not known and her name had not 
been released as of early Tuesday morn¬ 
ing (press time). At least one rescue 
worker sufffered a minor ankle injury, 
according to radio reports, but it was 
minor and his name was not released.

A disagreement led 
to a Stanton man being 
arrested, while another 
was taken to the hospital 
after being run over by a 
vehicle. Robert Landers 
Crowe has been charged 
with first degree wanton 
endangerment and leav¬ 
ing the scene of an acci¬ 
dent. Isaac Barnett was 
reportedly taken to Clark 
Regional Medical Center 
with a possible broken 
femur and various other 
injuries. 

The altercation 


occurred last Thursday 
evening in the parking 
lot of Baker’s Apartments 
across from the Save-A- 
Lot store and next door to 
Airport Market. Crowe, 
23, was in his vehicle 
and was in an argument 
with Barnett, according 
to police reports. Barnett 
was “hanging” on to the 
passenger window when 
Crowe allegedly drove off 
at a “high rate of speed” 
according to reports. 

Barnett apparently fell 
from and was run over 
by Crowe’s vehicle. Crowe 
then allegedly drove to 
his home on Derickson 
Lane. When police found 


Crowe he reportedly told 
officers that he drove off 
quickly because Barnett 
was “trying to stab his 
friend in the passenger 
seat.” 

Police have not named 
any other person in the 
vehicle or involved in the 
incident. Police also have 
not stated what the argu¬ 
ment was over. 

Barnett was taken to 
the hospital. Crowe was 
arrested and transport¬ 
ed to the Powell County 
Detention Center. His 
bond is currently $1,000 
cash. Police are still inves¬ 
tigating the incident. 


California man dies in high speed 
motorcycle accident on Highway 15

State police are investigating a fatal 
motorcycle accident that happened in 
Rosslyn last Thursday evening. Police 
say that at 9:15 p.m. they received a 
call about an accident on Highway 15 
near the Rosslyn/Mountain Parkway 
overpass. Powell EMS, local and state 
police were sent to the area. 

Officers found that Kyle W. Wolfe, 20 
of Pleasanton, California, had wrecked 
his 2004 Honda motorcycle. The police 
report from the accident indicates that 
witnesses saw Wolfe, who was head¬ 
ing southbound, pass a car in a curve. 


Wolfe passed the vehicle in the north¬ 
bound lane going through the Welch’s 
Cut area heading toward Rosslyn. It 
appeared that he could not negotiate 
the curve and lost control. 

The motorcycle crossed back into the 
southbound lane according to witnesses 
and struck the guardrail. The motor¬ 
cycle came to rest on the road. Powell 
EMS personnel began treating Wolfe at 
the scene. Wolfe was pronounced dead 
at the hospital.

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Kentucky WIC Program to 
begin using EBT cards 


The Powell County 
Health Department 
will begin using a new 
upgraded web-based sys¬ 
tem to issue benefits for 
the Women, Infants and 
Children (WIC) Program 
beginning on June 21. 

The web-based system 
uses information gath¬ 
ered at WIC participant 
visits to issue Electronic 
Benefits Transfer (EBT) 
cards to be used for WIC 
purchases. Offering the 
“eWIC” cards gives fami¬ 
lies the needed access 
to benefits without the 
delay and stigma of paper 
food instruments (checks) 
which most counties in 
Kentucky still use. 

Under the current sys¬ 
tem, WIC participants 
are issued multiple paper 
food instruments to pur¬ 
chase WIC approved 
items in authorized 
stores. All items listed 
on a food instrument 
must be purchased at one 
time or the benefits are 
lost. With the EBT card 
a WIC participant has 
the flexibility of purchas¬ 
ing WIC approved items 
at any time during the 
valid period of their ben¬ 
efits. This enhances the 
shopping experience of all 
WIC customers by ensur¬ 
ing confidentiality during 
transactions, allowing the 
participant to shop for a 


gallon of milk or loaf of 
bread without having to 
make other purchases, 
and results in a faster 
and smoother checkout at 
the retailer. 

Many of the retailers’ 
systems will be integrat¬ 
ed, meaning participants 
can swipe their eWIC 
cards through the same 
device that accepts cred¬ 
it and debit cards. The 
retailers will no longer 
have to manually com¬ 
plete paper food instru¬ 
ments. At checkout the 
eWIC card will ensure 
the participant purchases 
only WIC authorized foods 
in correct quantities, and 
removes the margin of 
cashier error during WIC 
transactions. There are a 
few retailers in the area 
who will accept the new 
eWIC cards using a sepa¬ 
rate device at checkout. 

There are other WIC 
EBT pilot projects under 
way around the country, 
but Kentucky is serving 
as the leader in develop¬ 
ing and testing the use of 
on-line integrated tech¬ 
nology for WIC EBT. This 
project was first piloted 
in the Barren River 
District and will continue 
to expand statewide to 
approximately 139,000 
WIC participants.

Summertime 



Sweet

When the sun begins 
to linger longer in the 
evenings, prolonging its 
dip into the horizon, you 
know it is near. 

When the smell of 
burning charcoal and the 
sound of splashing water 
fill the air, you know it is 
here. When those busy 
school day mornings turn 
into calm awakenings, 
you know you are there... 
summertime. 

There is probably no 
other more liberating 
phrase in a school-aged 
child's vocabulary than 
“summer break”. My son 
Levi said that it was “like 
total freedom, and it is 
good to be free!” 

Some things about sum¬ 
mer are timeless. Cold 
glasses of lemonade, play¬ 
ing with the water hose, 
melting ice cream cones 
and dripping watermelon 
are just a few of the sta¬ 
ples of this season made 
for fun. 

I can remember, as a 
young girl, the evenings 
were always the best no 
matter where you were. 
After a long, hot sum¬ 
mer day in Kentucky, the 
evenings held their own 
measure of intrigue and 
peace, beckoning like a 
cool oasis. Besides the 
irritation of mosquitoes, 
the relaxed atmosphere 
was like no other. 

Many summer nights 


of my childhood were 
spent lying outside on my 
trampoline staring up at 
the sky. My friends and 
I spent countless hours 
there, dreaming out loud 
and counting stars. 

We discovered one eve¬ 
ning that if you threw 
a rock up in the air the 
hovering bats would dive 
and swoosh toward them, 
apparently mistaking 
them for bugs. It was all 
fun and games until they 
began to dip a little too 
low then we were forced 
to lie very still until they 
lost interest. 

One important job 
that has been a part of 
my summers is help¬ 
ing to plant and tend to 
a garden. Though not 
always an enjoyable task, 
it has always been a nec¬ 
essary one. As a girl I 
can remember dreading 
the days when momma 
would say we had to go 
to Papaw's to pick beans. 
I hated that job, and still 
do to this day. 

We would try to get 
there early as to beat the 
hottest part of the day, but 
to me it did not matter. 
I detested the way those 
old green bean vines felt, 
hairy and sticky, no mat¬ 
ter the time of day. But 
I knew resistance was 
futile and only earned me 
some unwanted trouble, 
so I suffered in silence. 

On the other hand I 
actually enjoyed breaking 
beans and still do. I can 
sit and break beans for 
hours and not really be 
bothered. There is some¬ 
thing about it that I find 
quite relaxing. 

I think my boys have 
already discovered their 
most hated garden job 
and that is ridding the 
potato plants of “tater” 
bugs. My mom is my 
number one babysitter 
and during the summer 


months she puts their 
young backs to work by 
having them squash the 
pesky nuisances off the 
plants. They also get in 
their fair share of bean 
picking. 

Mom has an average of 
six children in her care 
while school is out so she 
utilizes the extra help 
when picking time rolls 
around. They may grum¬ 
ble and complain, but 
when they are putting 
those extra helpings of 
fresh cooked green beans 
on their plates they have 
nothing but smiles. 

I have also spent many 
hot, summer days work¬ 
ing in a tobacco field. I 
can remember watching 
my mom and my aunts 
riding on a setter planting 
tobacco on my Granny's 
farm in Mt. Sterling. The 
children would follow 
behind just in case they 
dropped a plant or if one 
did not get placed into the 
ground far enough. 

As I got older I dated 
a boy whose family had 
several tobacco fields and 
so we spent many days 
together working. We 
would plant floatation 
beds, set row after row, 
and eventually I even 
tried my hand at cut¬ 
ting, though I am the first 
to admit I was not very 
proficient at that trade. 
I probably whacked up 
more than I actually cut 
correctly. 

My mom and I took a 
job one summer topping 
tobacco for a local farmer. 
The work was hard and 
the days were extremely 
humid especially since the 
hot, sticky tobacco plants 
stood well above both of 
our heads. But when that 
old farmer placed our pay 
in the palm of our hands 
I think we were both well 
pleased with ourselves. 
In hindsight it was prob¬ 


ably the hardest money I 
have ever earned. 

For every tasking and 
tedious job there is to be 
done during the summer 
there is an equally enjoy¬ 
able benefit. Raising a 
garden may be hard 
work, but when you get 
to sit down at Sunday 
afternoon dinner and eat 
a fresh, sweet ear of corn 
or slice a nice big tomato 
it is well worth it. Those 
pesky green beans even 
make up for their trou¬ 
ble when cooked up with 
some pork fat and accom¬ 
panied by a slice of gar¬ 
den onion. 

I am always thankful 
for the change of seasons 
and wondrous power of 
our Lord. He provides for 
us equally in some way 


with each shift. Spring 
is a time of renewal and 
birth, a welcomed refresh¬ 
ment after the long win¬ 
ter months. Summer is 
a time of rest, growth 
and harvest all wrapped 
into one. Fall is a time 
for new beginnings with 
the start of schools and 
colleges, and thankful¬ 
ness for fresh hopes and 
dreams. Winter is a time 
for preparation and plan¬ 
ning. 

Then, with the spring 
thaw, the cycle starts all 
over again. We are so 
blessed to be under the 
care of such an awesome 
God and one passage of 
scripture lays it all out so 
beautifully: 

“To everything there is 
a season, a time for every 


purpose under heaven: 
A time to be born, and 
a time to die; a time to 
plant, and a time to pluck 
what is planted; a time to 
kill, and a time to heal; a 
time to break down, and a 
time to build up; a time to 
weep, and a time to laugh; 
a time to mourn, and a 
time to dance; a time to 
cast away stones, and a 
time to gather stones; a 
time to embrace, and 
a time to refrain from 
embracing; a time to 
gain, and a time to lose; 
a time to keep, and a time 
to throw away; a time to 
tear, and a time to sew; a 
time to keep silence, and 
a time to speak; a time to 
love, and a time to hate; a 
time of war, and a time of 
peace” Ecclesiastes 3:1-8
